O itJ ittf presented the following paper as contain 
mg the views of the minority of the Committee, which 
was ordered to be appended to, and printed with the 
report of the majority.] 
T he undersigned, two o fih e five members composing 
the Committee on the Post Office and Post Hoads, to 
which was referred the resolution of the Senate on the 
29th March last, directing an exam ination to be made 
into the present condition of the Post Office D epartm ent, 
differing essentially in their views, from the m ajority of 
the com m ittee, consider it their duty to present a state­ 
m ent of the result of their inquiries, which it is believed 
is fully sustained by the testimony taken, and by the 
books and documents of the D epartm ent. 
The Committee were agreed in the opinion, that it was 
a duty which they owed, no less to the Postm aster Gen- 
cral himself, than to the public, to give all the branches 
of that Departm ent as thorough an exam ination as prac­ 
ticable. 
I tie first and leading point which attracted attention, 
was its financial condition. 
The report o f the Postm as­ 
ter General,of November 30th, 1832, showed an expendi­ 
ture, for the year ending 30th June, of that year, exceed­ 
ing the amount of revenue for the same period, by #>7,530 
18. 
It also showed an increase, in the amount of mail 
transportation, within the same period, at the rate of 
8,156,392 miles, equal to upwards of a million of miles 
more than half of the whole annual transportation of the 
mail in 1829.

i he report of the Postm aster General of 
Novem ber 30tb, 1833, showed that the expenses for

829, to the first of July, 1832, had been $111,107

of the present Postm aster G eneral, which report is cor­ 
roborated by a statem ent of nil the mail routes, w ith their 
distances, and the fr< qucncy o f transportation on each, 
it appears th at the annual am ount of transportation o f| 
the mail, on the 1st of July. 1832, was 23,625,021 miles ; 
and on the 1st July, 1833, it appears to have been further < 
increased to 26,854,485 miles, nearly double the amount 
o f what it was when the present incum bent took charge 
of the D epartm ent. 
It also appears, from the reports of 
; the Postm aster G eneral to the Senate, o f the 3dof M arch 
I last, that the whole amount of allowances to contractors 
for extra services, by which this great increase of trans­ 
portation was mainfy effected, was $485,662 11 per an­ 
num. 
To this sum should be added the expense of c a r­ 
rying into effect the law of the 15tii of Ju n e, 1832. es­ 
tablishing additional post routes, which is estim ated in 
the report of 3d of M arch (last page,) at $125,341 88. 
On these new routes, no revenue of any consider ! le 
amount could be expected for some time," especially for 
the first one or two years. 
T he allowances for these extra services (all taken 
together) appear to be quite within the bounds of m oder­ 
ation, when compared w ith the amount of additional 
services rendered ; and taken in connexion with the ex­ 
pense of establishing the new mail routes, required by 
the law of 1832, and the loss of revenue occasioned by 
the extension of tlie franking privilege to members of 
Congress, throughout the year, and the circum stance p f 
the expenses in 1829 being much greater than the reve­ 
nues of the departm ent, the present deficit is fully ac­ 
counted for. 
These extra services were designed for no 
other end than the benefit of the community. 
At the 
earnest solicitation of many citizens, urged in most cases 
by members of Congress, and others liigh in public con­ 
fidence, the facilities were gjanted by the Postmaster 
G eneral, and have been enjoyed by the comm unity. 
In 
his great desire to satisfy the wishes of every section of 
the country, and to render the D epartm ent as extensive­ 
ly useful as possible, he has gone too far, because lie has 
exceeded the moneyed means of his Departm ent.
